...But battle to 
save Theatre 
Royal goes on 

MEMBERS of the Save Our Cinema 
Association (SOCA) have met the leader 
of the Vale Council, Conn Gordon Kemp, 
to underline the group’s determination to 
bring back big screen entertainment to 
the Theatre Royal. 

SOCA supporter Paul Sutton, said: “The Feader 
of the Vale Council told us that there was no new 
planning application on the Theatre Royal site, and 
said it would be nice for it to be a cinema again. 

“He did point out that it was under private own¬ 
ership, and that if planning applications were made 
they would have to be considered on their merits. 

“It is frustrating for the group because the ball is 
in the owner’s court, but there never seems to be 
any movement.” 

Mr Sutton said he understood the council’s con¬ 
cern in the event of the building deteriorating, but 
emphasised:“There has been a strengthening in 
public support for our campaign recently.” 

Fast month. The GEM revealed that SOCA is 
considering two ways of making progress on the 
site. 

One is through an independent cinema operator, 
Mr Pat Scott of S & B Cinemas Ftd in Somerset 
taking over the site, the other is to start an appeal 
and buy the Theatre Royal themselves. 

Mr Sutton said: “The group wants a cinema for 
the community - but not only that, if Barry is to 
attract tourists it needs a cinema.” 

The Vale Council offered no comment. 


Barry car dealer 
guilty of murder 

Unanimous verdict by jury 


A SECONDHAND 
car dealer, who 
stabbed a man 
twice through the 
heart, was found 
guilty of murder at 
Cardiff Crown yes¬ 
terday, and is due 
to be sentenced 
today. 

John Chivers (30) 
was charged with mur¬ 
dering Paul Michael 
Jones, but had told the 
jury: “I didn’t deliber¬ 
ately plunge that knife 
into him.” 

Chivers who had a 
leg amputated below the 
knee following a car 
crash, said that what 
happened was a “tragic 
accident”. 

He also said: “I didn’t 
intend causing him seri¬ 
ous injury and I didn’t 
intend to kill him”. 

Chivers, of Cardiff 
Road, Barry, who at the 
time was staying in 
Columbus Close, where 
the incident occurred on 


the night of August 3 
last year, pleaded not 
guilty to the murder of 
41-year-old Mr Jones, a 
married man. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Chambers said the two 
men were involved in a 
dispute outside the 
home of Chivers’ girl¬ 
friend, Dominique 
Fitzgerald, and seconds 
after obtaining a carving 
knife from her kitchen, 
he stabbed Mr Jones 
twice. 

In evidence, Chivers 
said that Mr Jones, 
known as Jonah, deliv¬ 
ered the first punch and 
he told him to calm 
down, 

Chivers said he was 
six foot two inches tall, 
and Mr Jones five feet 
five. 

He became worried 
when another man 
punched him as Mr 
Jones said: “You are 

Things turned nasty, 
he continued, when Mr 
Jones obtained an iron 


bar and, to scare him 
off, said Chivers, he 
took the knife which he 
jabbed at him to keep 
him away. 

He said he didn’t feel 
the knife come into con¬ 
tact with Mr Jones, and 
first realised what he had 
done when he fell in the 
road saying “You have 
stabbed me you ****’’ 

Chivers said: “I didn’t 
know what to do, it was 
horrible. I didn’t want 
anything like this to hap¬ 
pen to me and my world 
fell apart.” 

He said he left the 
scene, obtained heroin, 
and next remembered 
waking up in hospital. 

What happened, he 
said, made him feel dev¬ 
astated, and he didn’t 
regard Mr Jones with 
contempt and as “rub¬ 
bish”. 

The jury returned a 
unanimous verdict that 
Chivers was guilty of 
murder.

to get a four 
per cent rise 


VALE councillors are to 
receive a four per cent 
pay rise this year - a rise 
that will be automatic 
after a local government 
panel made its annual 
recommendations. 

The annual exercise involves 
the Independent Remuneration 
Panel for Wales, which has set a 
new level of allowances for coun¬ 
cillors in Wales. 

The rise in allowances recom¬ 
mended by the panel will be 
accepted because the Vale 
Council decided some time ago 
to accept its decisions. 

A Vale Council spokesman 
explained: “In previous consider¬ 
ation of a report by the 
Independent Remuneration Panel 
for Wales, the council decided to 
adhere to their determinations in 
relation to members’ allowances 
and expenses, in order to avoid 
the position where members were 
deciding their own allowances.” 

The remuneration panel is 
planning to raise councillors’ 
basic allowance by more than 
£500-from £13,356 to £13,868 
- a rise of 3.98 per cent. 

There are also going to be 
changes to the special allowances 
for posts such as Leader and cab¬ 
inet members.

The Leader, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, will see his allowance rise 
to £38,139. That will be added to 
his basic salary of £13,868. 

The deputy leader’s allowance 
will be £22,537, and cabinet 
members will receive £17,336 . 

Those councillors who chair 
scrutiny committees, and also the 
chairpersons of the development 
control, licensing, and audit com¬ 
mittees will receive £9,708. 

The leader of the largest oppo¬ 
sition group will also receive 
£9,708 

Finally, the leaders of other 
political groups will get £4,161 - 
provided their groups constitute 
no less than 10 per cent of the 
council membership - meaning 
that a group will need six mem¬ 
bers. 

PENSION DECISION 

The panel’s also pronounces 
on pensions, and this has led to an 
interesting situation in neigh¬ 
bouring Bridgend, where 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is one of only 
two Welsh councils not to have 
joined the Local Government 
Pension Scheme. 

The panel says that councillors 
aged under 75 should be eligible 


to join the scheme, and that their 
required contribution rate - 
should they decide to do so - is 
currently six per cent of salary. 

However, the employer’s con¬ 
tribution would be more than 
three times that, at 21 per cent. 

Although the leaders of the 
main political groupings in 
Bridgend have said that they will 
not join the scheme, the council 
is still likely to vote to sign up - 
with the final choice being left to 
each councillor. 

Bridgend residents have been 
told that the likely take up rate is 
30 per cent, meaning that the 
council will have to find an extra 
£60,000. 

However, if the Vale Council 
is a guide line, that figure may be 
an under-estimate. 

A Vale Council spokesman 
explained: “The decision to 
allow Vale of Glamorgan coun¬ 
cillors to join the Local 
Government Pension Scheme 
was made by the council on 
December 7, 2005, in line with 
the recommendations of the 
Independent Remuneration Panel 
for Wales. 

“Currently 47 per cent of the 
Vale’s councillors are in the 
scheme. ”

Bryneithin will stay open 
for as long as the current 
residents are living there 
is fantastic news for the 
residents and their fami¬ 
lies, and I must congratu¬ 
late the Keep Bryneithin 
Group for their persist¬ 
ence and hard work on 
this issue. 

“However, it seems 


that the Tory-run Vale 
Council want to cut off 
their nose to spite their 
face. 

“If Bryneithin has to 
be maintained in order to 
provide the necessary 
standard of support for 
those living there, then it 
makes sense for the home 
to continue to take in new 
residents and day visitors. 

“To do otherwise, 
would not provide value 
for money for us as tax¬ 
payers. 

“I am very disappoint¬ 
ed that the Vale Council 
has taken such a narrow 
view of this situation and 
are still intending to close 
the home - when they 
should instead be looking 
at other alternatives for 
maintaining and provid¬ 
ing care at Bryneitiiin. 

“With people living 
longer, there is hkely to 
be an increase in the num¬ 
ber of people needing this 
type of care in future and 


it is crucial that a well- 
funded specialist unit of 
this type is kept open in 
the Vale.” 

Philip Evans, the 
director of social services 
for the council, said: 
“Upon legal advice 
regarding a potential 
challenge to the council 
on a contractual issue, 
the council has confirmed 
that Bryneithin 

Residential Care Home 
will remain open for the 
current permanent resi¬ 
dents, should they wish to 
remain. 

“Ty Dyfan (in Barry) 
will continue to be an 
option for the current res¬ 
idents and will remain 
available to them, unless 
it is fully occupied or 
unable to meet their 
needs. 

“However, the council 
will close Bryneithin to, 
and not admit, any new 
residents, including tem¬ 
porary or respite. ”

posals. In addition to providing nearly 2,000 new 
homes, commercial, retail and leisure facilities, the 
scheme now features a larger cafe quarter, a water¬ 
side square and a purpose-built community facility. 

In a lively question-and-answer session, Mr 
Keogh replied to concerns from FocusBARRY 
members on topics ranging from community and 
leisure facilities for families and young people, to 
road links and job opportunities. 

FocusBarry member Bernard Brown said: 
“There is no doubt that the Waterfront needs rede¬ 
velopment and there’s a great opportunity to bring 
new life and vibrancy to the town. 

“However, we must ensure that the scheme meets 
the needs of local families and young people, as well 
as attracting new investment, encouraging local 
business, jobs and visitors. Road links and transport 
are a vital component of success.” 

His views were echoed by Dianne Hooper, who 
said: “In recent years, we’ve lost the Lido, we’ve 
lost our last cinema and Bindles ballroom. 

“The Waterfront scheme must help re-invigorate 
community spirit.” 

Julia Walsh added: “The roads in and out of town 
are already at rush-hour gridlock, and with nearly 
2,000 new homes being built, it will get worse. The 
Vale Council must address this problem - the devel¬ 
opers have a duty to take account of this element.”

Vale band hits 
right notes in 
music contest 



BARRY-BASED band Shooting the Moon 
have won their way through to the region¬ 
al finals of the UK’s largest original music 
competition, Live and Unsigned - making 
them the only Vale band left in the compe¬ 
tition. 

The three-piece group beat off stiff competition 
from hundreds of other acts to win a prestigious 
place in the south-west regional finals, to be held at 
Cheltenham in March. 

They were given just two minutes to impress a 
panel of industry judges, and their debut single 
‘Abduction’ hit aU the right notes. 

The band’s guitarist, Mark Creese, explained: “We 
took a bit of a chance really. Out of all our songs, 
‘Abduction’ has the most unusual subject matter and 
doesn’t really sound like your average indie song. 

“We wanted to stand out from all the other acts, 
and hoped the judges would appreciate something 
different. Obviously they did, because we were one 
of only a handful of acts to get through at the south¬ 
west auditions.” 

Live and Unsigned is the biggest competition in 
the UK for unsigned bands and artists and has 
attracted more than 30,000 entries over the past three 
years. Artists battle through auditions to reach 
regional finals, with the hope of getting through to 
the grand final at the 02 Arena in London. 

Awaiting the lucky winners is a top prize of a 
recording and management contract, courtesy of 
Future Music, with an investment of £30,000 to 
release a single. 

The band may have sailed through the first round, 
but the next round poses a much bigger challenge. 
Not only wiU they have to play two tracks at the 
regional finals, which have to consist of a cover as 
well as an original song, they'll be doing so in front 
of a judging panel and a large live audience. 

Although well-versed in performing in front of 
audiences, having played gigs at Cardiff venues like 
Ten Feet Tall, the Toucan Club and O’Neill’s, as well 
as taking the prime slot at this year’s Christmas 
lights show in Barry and supporting The Automatic 
at the Waterfront Festival last August, the prospect of 
Live and Unsigned provides their biggest challenge. 

James Watkins, vocalist and keyboardist, said: 

“We love playing live and this competition wiU bring 
us our biggest and most diverse audience to date. It’s 
nerve-wracking as there’s an expectation on us now 
and we really want to progress in the competition.”

WHEN a St Athan 
woman had to 
undergo a fierce 
course of 

chemotherapy and 
learned she was 
going to lose her 
hair, it set off a 
chain of events that 
proved that in the 
darkest moments 
the good can still 
shine through. 

For Julie Parks (47) 
who won a battle with 
breast cancer four and a 
half years ago, it seemed 
a cruel twist when she 
was diagnosed with the 
disease a second time, 
but the Parks family are 
made of stem stuff. 

Julie explained: “Due 
to the course of 
chemotherapy, I am 
going to lose my hair, 
and my husband Andy, 
who knew that it would 
be hard for me, decided 
to support me. 

“He said: ‘If you’re 
losing your hair, then I 
am too!’ and shaved his 
head. 

“He is going to remain 
bald until the end of my 
treatment in May.” 

Not only that, Julie’s 
82-year-old mother 
Gerda and Andy, keen to 
do something to support 
those going through a 
similar experience to 


Julie, have combined to 
raise more than £1,100 
for Macmillan Cancer 
Care. 

“My mother Gerda 
canvassed the estate 
where we live, which 
includes Rectory Drive, 
Tathan Crescent, St 
Michael’s Close and 
Roberts Close, to raise 
funds. 

“Steve Jenkins, the 
staff and customers at 
Londis, along with 
Chapel Surgery staff and 
patients in the village 
also helped, and Gerda 
raised more than £550. 
That’s not bad for a near¬ 
ly 83-year-old! 

“Andy also set up a 
website and the dona¬ 


tions from that have 
meant that the original 
target has been well and 
tmly exceeded. 

“I’d like to thank the 
local community for 
being so supportive.” 

Julie’s son Chris, and 
his girlfriend Kate, both 
22, plan to take part in 
the Cardiff half marathon 
on behalf of Macmillan 
this summer, and Chris 
said: “The family hoped 
to get about £300 - we 
never expected to get to 
more than £1,100!” 

Julie found out that the 
breast cancer had 
returned during an annu¬ 
al check up. Fortunately, 
because the diagnosis 
was quick the cancer has 


been contained, and 
Julie’s treatment at 
Velindre and the Princess 
of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend is going 

according to plan. 

Julie, who is St Athan 
born and bred, talks 
philosophically of the 
experience: “I think of 
the cancer returning 
being rather like a 
naughty child who 

you’ve put to bed, but 
who gets up again and 
you have to tell them to 
go back to bed.”

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CADOXTON MAN FLEES 
HOUSE AFTER SEWAGE 
INVADES HIS PROPERTY 


A CADOXTON 
man says his life has 
been a nightmare 
since raw sewage 
seeped into his prop¬ 
erty from a nearby 
drain ,accompanied 
by an overpowering, 
foul smell. 

Mr Dave Jones, who 
lives in Quarella Street, 
said: “The smell has been 
so bad my partner and I 
have even had to go and 
live with friends for a 
week!” 

The offending drain is 
located on a private hard- 
standing area behind 
houses on Pontypridd 
Street, which is on the 
hill above Quarella 
Street. 

Mr Graham Gill and 
Mr Huw Gibbs, neigh¬ 
bours in Pontypridd 
Street, told The GEM 
how they had brought in a 
private company to try to 
unblock the drain, which 
had been blocked and 
was overflowing, but the 
problem had persisted. 

Mr Jones said: “The 
Vale Council stepped in 
and used a high pressure 
jet, which blew it back up 
so that months of sewage 
ran down into the alley 
and into my property. It 
came into the shed and 
garden, and I’m wonder¬ 
ing whether it has even 
seeped into the walls. 

“For the first week 
after this happened, 
Wendy and I had to move 
in with friends because 
we couldn’t stand the 
smell. We’re back home 
now, but whenever we 
get back home, we’re 
forced to endure the 
smell.” 

Mr Jones, a production 
manager in the steel 
industry, who performs 
with local band Midweek 
Crisis over the weekends, 
said he was now being 
“given the runaround” by 
the Vale Council and 
Welsh Water, who both 
claim the other party is 
responsible for resolving 
the problem. 

Mr Jones said he 
believes the council 
should step back in 
because they used the jet. 

He added that a land 
survey and drain check 
are required to ensure the 
blockage hasn’t simply 
been moved further down 
an ageing drainage net¬ 
work. 

Miles Punter, the head 
of Vale visible services, 
said: “The council 

received a report on 
February 12 of a drainage 
problem from the owner 
of a property in the area. 
Initial investigations 
showed that a private 
sewer, serving several 
properties, was blocked. 

“ As the responsibility 
for the repair and mainte¬ 
nance of private sewers 
lies with the 
owners/occupiers of the 
properties, whose drains 
discharge into the private 
sewer, a statutory notice 
was served on the rele¬ 
vant parties to unblock 
the sewer. 

“It is understood that 
an unsuccessful attempt 
to unblock the private 
sewer was made prior to 
the council serving 


notice. As the residents 
had not cleared the block¬ 
age on expiry of the 
notice, works in default 
were carried out by the 
council and a contractor 
was employed to clear the 
blockage. 

“This was unsuccess¬ 
ful and further investiga¬ 
tions were carried out to 
identify the route of the 
private drainage system 
and the location of the 
blockage. It was ham¬ 
pered by the lack of man¬ 
holes on the system and 
the large amount of fly 
tipping deposited in the 
lane to the rear of 
Quarella Street.” 

Mr Punter went on: 
“As foul water was seep¬ 
ing out of the rear garden 
of a property downhill of 
the problem, the owners 
of the property were 
updated on investigations 
being undertaken to 
resolve the problem. 

“A report was later 
received on March 1, 
regarding smells within 
the property. 

Arrangements were made 
for council officers to 
investigate and to advise 
the owners/occupiers 
accordingly. 

“Following this inves¬ 
tigation, council officers 
were of the opinion that 
the problem was in the 
public sewerage system 
and the matter was 
reported on March 3 to 
Dwr Cymru Welsh Water, 
who own and maintain 
public sewers. 

“After liaison with 
Dwr Cymru Welsh Water, 
a problem was located in 
the public sewer on 
March 5. Council officers

are awaiting feedback on 
the cause of the blockage, 
but confirm that the pri¬ 
vate sewer is now run¬ 
ning clear.” 

He added: “The coun¬ 
cil considers that it has 
acted in accordance with 
its powers in investigat¬ 
ing and trying to resolve a 
problem on a private 
drainage system and that 


it had tried to ensure that 
Dwr Cymru Welsh Water 
was involved at the 
appropriate time to inves¬ 
tigate the adjacent public 
sewer. 

“It regrets that Mr 
Jones was inconve¬ 
nienced by the investiga¬ 
tion works to identify the 
problem and find a solu¬ 
tion.”

I NEWS FROM THE BARRY MEN'S FORUM 


Memories of London 
tube train disaster 


THE speaker at the 
last meeting was Ian 
Birchenough, a for¬ 
mer member of the 
City of London 
police force and a 
current member of 
the forum. 

He took members 
back in time by vividly 
reminding them of the 
horrific train crash that 
took place 35 years ago 
at Moorgate tube station, 
when an underground 
train due to terminate 
there ran at headlong 
speed straight into the 
buffers deep under¬ 
ground. 

He reminded members 
that the City of London 
has its own police force 
in the ‘square mile’ and 
the population of this 
area is only about 3,000 
at night, but rises sharply 


to some two and a half 
million by day. The City 
police force at the time of 
the incident was about 
900 strong. 

The platforms at 
Moorgate were at three 
different levels - with the 
bottom level, where the 
crash occurred, being the 
narrowest, with only a 
five foot gap between 
carriage roofs and the 
tunnel top, in normal 
conditions. 

On the day of the 
crash, the train approach¬ 
ing the termination 
buffers, instead of slow¬ 
ing down, was seen to 
accelerate to about 45 
miles per hour before 
smashing into the end 
buffers with tremendous 
force. 

The first 15 feet of the 
first carriage was com¬ 
pacted to practically 
nothing and an unknown 


number of passengers, 
together with the driver, 
were killed instantly. 

Three train carriages 
deep underground were 
rammed into a space of 
60 feet. 

The rescuers in the fire 
service were faced with 
an horrendous challenge, 
in steadily mounting heat 
and lack of ventilation, to 
rescue those still living in 
the wreckage and extract 
the bodies of the dead. 

Surgeons from nearby 
hospitals performed 
emergency operations 
and amputations on the 
station platform. 

For several days Ian, 
was assigned to the 
emergency morgue set up 
nearby and was part of 
the team that had the 
grim task of trying to 
identify the dead crash 
victims brought in, 
before coroner's court 


action could be taken. 

Looking back, Mr 
Birchenough told the 
forum, that, in a way, it 
was fortunate that this 
tragedy happened on a 
Friday allowing the res¬ 
cuers more time to oper¬ 
ate over the more quiet 
week-end. It took from 
the Friday to the follow¬ 
ing Wednesday for the 
driver’s body to be 
reached at the front of the 
train. 

To this day, the cause 
of the crash remains a 
mystery and a verdict of 
‘accidental death’ was 
recorded following the 
inquest. 

Meetings are held 
every Thursday at 
10.30am and new mem¬ 
bers are welcome.

Regeneration status for 
Barry is a boost for Vale 


VALE AMBULANCE RESPONSE 
TIMES ARE VERY ALARMING’ 

- says a regional AM 


I T was a brilliant 
St David’s Day 
boost for the 
people of Barry to 
hear the news that 
the town is to be 
officially designated 
by the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government as a 
Strategic 

Regeneration Area. 

After the launch of 
the Pride in Barry peti¬ 
tion three years ago, 
with successive meetings 
held in Cardiff Bay and

FIGURES showing 
that the Vale con¬ 
tinues to have 
below average 
ambulance response 
times, are “alarm¬ 
ing” says Andrew 
RT Davies, 
Conservative AM 
for south Wales 
central. 

“The latest figures, 
revealed this week, show 
that 54.4 per cent of 
ambulances arrived at 
the scene of an emer¬ 
gency within the target 
time of eight minutes, 
below the Welsh average 


of 58.5 per cent and well 
below the Assembly 
Government’s target of 
65 per cent,” he pointed 
out. 

“These figures make 
for very alarming read¬ 
ing for Vale residents.

Night rescue call 
to Barry lifeboat 


THE crew of the Barry 
Dock Lifeboat were called 
out to a night rescue, after a 
yacht and its two-man crew 
were in trouble last 
Saturday (March 6). 

The drama started when HM 
Coastguard asked the Barry Dock 
lifeboat to launch at 9.26pm. 

The lifeboat was sent to a 33- 
foot yacht, which had a rope 
around its propeller and was drift¬ 
ing five-and-a-half miles south of 
Nash Point. 

The yacht and the two on board, 
who were uninjured, were towed to 
Penarth Marina by the Barry Dock 
Lifeboat under the command of the 
Cox’n, Hugh ‘Spud’ Davies. 

The Penarth Inshore Lifeboat 


was called to assist with the final 
part of the rescue. 

Gerry Adams, the volunteer 
lifeboat press officer, said: “This is 
a not unusual type of rescue. Any 
craft under power runs the risk of a 
fouled propeller at any time. 
Floating ropes are hard to see in the 
dark.” 

The Barry Dock Lifeboat 
returned to station at 3 am the next 
day.

Woodland walk with Roman 
medieval and gothic echoes 


R ecently, 

Ray stepped 
into 

Geraint’s shoes as 
he was indisposed 
by illness, to lead a 
walk from 
Langstone village 
hall, north-east of 
the Coldra round¬ 
about at junction 
24 on the M4, and 
seven walkers were 
glad to come out of 
semi-hibernation to 
join him. 

Crossing the Magor 
Road, they joined field 
footpaths to the right of 
the A48 and travelled in 
an easterly direction 
towards Penhow, turning 
back to cross the A48 
where they walked 
through the hamlet of 
Parc-Seymour. 

They stopped to 
admire the Millennium 
seats and a host of inter¬ 
esting historical carv¬ 
ings, including the 
Titanic, King Harold 
complete with arrow, 
and Penhow Castle, 
which is just up the 
road. 

They approached 
Wentwood Gate on the 
south side of Wentwood 
Forest, the largest block 
of ancient woodland 
within Wales. Once part 
of a larger forest situated 


between the Rivers Usk 
and Wye, it divided 
Gwent into Gwent 
Uwchcoed and Iscoed, 
meaning above and 
below the wood. Owned 
primarily by the 
Woodland Trust, it is 
now managed by the 
Forestry Commission for 
Wales. 

Wentwood, during the 
medieval period, provid¬ 
ed a hunting preserve 
and was exploited for 
timber for fuel; and later 
wood was burned in 
charcoal hearths to pro¬ 
duce charcoal essential 
to the iron industry. 

This process was 
immortalised in Arthur 
Ransome’s 1930’s novel. 
Swallows and Amazons. 
The lovely native mature 
trees that once graced 
the wood were also 
felled during World War 
One for props and sup¬ 
ports in the trenches and 
were replaced by conifer 
plantations, which 
ruined the woodland, but 
now native trees are 
being re-introduced. 

Entering the wood, 
where there is a history 
dating back to Roman 
times, and evidence of 
diggings probably for 
stones, the group faced a 
long climb along a very 
pleasant pathway up to 
the Cat’s Ash ridge and 
then made their way to 
Kemeys Folly. 


Originally built by 
local landowner George 
Kemeys as a hunting 
lodge, it was struck by 
lightning in the late 
1890s and faced ruin, 
before it was partially 
rebuilt in the early 
1900s. 

Situated on top of a 
hill, this old run down 
gothic turret, made of 
dark limestone featured 
in the television series 
Grand Designs - when 
the present owners gut¬ 
ted the ruin and rebuilt 
this Grade 11 listed 
building and moved in 
by December 2008. 

The group were treat¬ 
ed to glorious views 
over the Usk Valley 
towards Pontypool and 
the Black Mountains and 
across the Severn 
Estuary and the Bristol 
Channel. Then it was 
time to make their 
descent by way of The 
Gorelands farm, and 
crossing farming land, 
made their way back to 
Langstone. 

On March 13, meet 
at 9.30am at Cogan 
Leisure Centre for a 6- 
mile easy walk through 
the Castle Eields at 
Abergavenny and along 
the Gilwem Canal; con¬

WE were looking 
forward to an inter¬ 
esting talk by Kevin 
on the safe use of 
home computers 
but it was not to be 
as he was forced to 
cancel. 

With just two hours’ 
notice, Chris took up the 
challenge and spoke 
about setting up a home 
network and the security 
implications of using it. 

The population of 
computers is increasing 
due to the multiplicity of 
new uses for them and 
the falling cost of own¬ 
ership. 

More and more 
households have a sec¬ 
ond or third computer, as 
well as other devices 
that can be attached to 
them. We are not just 
talking about printers 


and scanners here, but of 
Playstations and Wii 
devices; of televisions 
and DVD players for 
films; of music being 
piped into any room. 

(Not to mention that 
fridges, freezers, central 
heating controls, exter¬ 
nal lighting and security 
cameras can be net¬ 
worked now - but let’s 
stay with computers.) 

The incentive to set 
up a home network is 
the economy and con¬ 
venience of sharing. This 
can be the sharing of 
internet connections or 
attached devices such as 
printers or file storage. 

Imagine sitting in the 
lounge with a laptop and 
sending instructions to a 
printer in another part of 
the house without having 
to connect the laptop to 
the printer with a lead or

to transfer the file to the 
computer running the 
printer. Bliss. 

In the same way you 
could have a special 
colour printer for high 
quality output (expen¬ 
sive) and a cheap black 
and white one for ordi¬ 
nary stuff - and select 
which to use by a click 
of a mouse. 

The networking set-up 
is easy provided you fol¬ 
low the instructions in 
sequence. A bit of read¬ 
ing up about it all is a 
good idea. (Type ‘home 
networking’ into Google 
and have a browse 
around.) 

Chris summarised the 
process with the help of 
slides and explained 
about IP addresses and 
how the devices commu¬ 
nicate. 

Your network can be 
all wireless; all cabled or 
a mixture to suit your 
needs. The machines do 
not have to be using the 
same operating system. 

Chris spent some time 
stressing the need to 
keep a network secure. 


Be aware that the 
device in your home that 
connects to the Internet 
is your router, NOT your 
PC. If anyone can con¬ 
nect to your router they 
can download material 
in your name and with¬ 
out your knowing - until 
the law knocks on your 
door! There will be more 
about that another time. 

Some facts of interest: 
It took radio 38 years to 
reach 50 million people. 
It took television 13 
years. The World Wide 
Web did it in four years. 

Each device connect¬ 
ed to the Internet needs 
its own unique number. 
About 4.5 BILLION was 
thought to be enough. It 
wasn’t. The replacement 
system will allow thou¬ 
sands of numbers for 
every person on the 
planet. 

There are more than 
1.3 billion people on the 
internet at any one time.

O the casual 
motorist 
driving 
along the Llantwit 
Major to 

Cowbridge road at 
Llandow, the Vale 
Business Park 
might look like a 
‘trade only’ enter¬ 
prise.

The park was estab¬ 
lished from the 1970s 
onwards on what had 
been part of the old 
Llandow military air¬ 
field - created in 1938 
by the MoD. 

The man who 
developed the site is 
John Winslade, who is 
chairman of LEL 
Properties Ltd. His 
company owns all of 
the park - and about 
80 per cent of the 
many and varied busi¬ 
ness units located 
there. 

The rest are units 
which were privately 
developed on the 
firm’s land. 


Mr Windslade also 
owns Ledley 
Engineering, which 
was one of the first 
firms to open up on 
this land. 

“The site was origi¬ 
nally owned by the 
Ministry of Defence,” 
he said. “They decid¬ 
ed in the 1960s that 
they did not need it 
any more and it was 
put up for sale.” 

Since acquiring the 
land, Mr Winslade has 
invested millions in 
developing the busi¬ 
ness park. 

“It has grown from 
fewer than 20 units 
originally, to the 90 
we have at the 
moment,” he said. 

“We have a wide 
variety of businesses 
here and people are 
surprised when they 
visit at what they can 
find.” 

Take a tour of the 
business park and you 
will find a wide vari¬ 
ety of companies 
offering goods and 
services including fur¬ 


niture, metal fabrica¬ 
tion, joinery, car 
repair, woodburning 
stoves, caravans, 
printing, marquees 
and a variety of engi¬ 
neering products. 

The owners have 
not been afraid to 
invest in the park, and 
a new entrance, com¬ 
plete with a gate¬ 
house, was added in 
recent years. 

The extra security 
that came with that 
development has 
given existing tenants 
peace of mind, and it 
is an important ele¬ 
ment in attracting 
more enterprises to the 
park in the future. 

The gatehouse, of 
course, is manned at 
nights and at week¬ 
ends. 

In fact, a great deal 
of thought has gone 
into securing the site, 
while at the same time 
creating a good envi¬ 
ronment to work and 
do business in. 

Stone walls were 
built around the estate 


but a number of areas 
were left undeveloped 
to provide natural 
‘green’ places to take 
a break. 

Planting around 
3,000 trees has moved 
the development of 
these areas along nice¬ 
ly, and more and more 
wildlife has settled 
there. 

Mr Winslade has 
been through three 
recessions since he 
started up on the park. 

“We have been 
through 1976, 1982 
and the mid-90s,” he 
said. 

The current eco¬ 
nomic downturn has 
hung around, but Mr 
Winslade says that 
LEL is in a strong 
position to weather the 
storm. 

However, Mr 
Winslade is not com¬ 
placent and he knows 
how tough it is at the 
moment for many 
companies. 

He said: “We con¬ 
tinue to offer very 
competitive rates and. 


as a small, local com¬ 
pany we are in a posi¬ 
tion to negotiate with 
prospective tenants 
about terms and con¬ 
ditions. 

“I would urge any¬ 
one thinking of either 
re-locating or opening 
up a new business to 


pop in or contact our 
managing agent, 
Herbert R Thomas in 
Cowbridge, and we 
will do our best to get 
them what they need 
at a price that’s afford¬ 
able. 

“We have a wide 
variety of units avail¬ 


able and we are get¬ 
ting some interest 
from existing busi¬ 
nesses who are look¬ 
ing to move.” 

Mr Winslade said 
that the park was a 
“valuable source of 
employment in the 
locality”.

Since Edward 
Scissorhands in 1991, 
the pair have worked 
together seven times, 
hitting the heights with 
the likes of Sweeney 
Todd, Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory and 
Ed Wood. 

Having seemingly 
developed their own 
shorthand with a hint of 
macabre, their latest 
joint effort sees them 
take on Lewis Carroll’s 
famed Alice in 
Wonderland. 

Alice (played by new¬ 
comer Mia Wasikowsa) 
is now 17, her adven¬ 
tures in Wonderland 
back in her childhood 
and forgotten. 

When she is forced 
into a marriage proposal 
she has no wish to enter¬ 
tain, she runs off to fol¬ 
low the White Rabbit 
(voiced by Michael 
Sheen). Since she was 
last there. Wonderland 
has been taken over by 
the Red Queen (Helena 
Bonham Carter), who 
has overthrown the 
White Queen (Anne 
Hathaway), and the peo¬ 
ple of Wonderland hope 
Alice can fight the 
Jabberwocky in order to 
overthrow the evil 
queen. 

However, she cannot 
do it alone, and must 
rely on help from all of 
those in Wonderland, 
such as Tweedledum and 
Tweedledee (Matt

Lucas), the Blue 
Caterpillar (voiced by 
Alan Rickman) and, of 
course, the Mad Hatter 
(Depp)... 

Retreading ground 
that has already been 
trampled on is not the 
best of options for Tim 
Burton - on the basis of 
his woeful ‘reimagining’ 
of Planet of the Apes. 
Since that travesty, how¬ 
ever, Burton has hit 
form, with the likes of 
Big Fish and Sweeney 
Todd returning him to 
the heights of past glo¬ 
ries. 

Alice in Wonderland, 
however, is less a step 
back for the director, and 
more of a side step into 
a world where the end 
product is a mish-mash 
that entertains in fits and 
starts, but lacks any real 
cohesion or grip. 

Certainly, the idea is a 
sound one, taking Lewis 
Carroll’s story and imag¬ 
ining a sequel to it, 
where Alice is older and 
cannot remember the 
first time she fell down 
the rabbit hole. But a 
sound idea does not 
always make for a sound 
story, and that is the case 
here. 

Linda Woolverton’s 
screenplay does a clever 
job of taking the meat of 
the original and updat¬ 
ing it, but by doing this 
she ends up trying to fit 
so much in that nothing 
much of it feels all that 
consequential in the 
grand scheme of things. 

Characters pop up 
here and there, most of 
the time for little reason 
other than to seemingly 
create a connection 
between the original and 


Henri smashed the 
record of £1,610 previ¬ 
ously raised for the char¬ 
ity from a head-shaving 
event.

The for¬ 
mer may be seemingly 
placing his stock wholly 
in kooky characters with 
peculiar quirks and tics, 
but he gives the Hatter a 
sense of pathos and sad¬ 
ness behind the garish 
hair and pale face. 

Coupled with a split 
personality trait that sees 
him occasionally crack 
out a Glaswegian brogue 
and you have a perform¬ 
ance that, while engag¬ 
ing, is more than a little 
off-kilter, and while 
wholly watchable, is 
ever so slightly peculiar. 

Bonham Carter’s turn 
is probably the most 
entertaining of all, chan¬ 
nelling Queenie from 
Blackadder as the Red 
Queen with a head far 
larger than her body and 
full of rage and tyranny.

Ordering ‘Off with their 
heads’ on a regular basis, 
her performance is win- 
ningly wonderful, played 
lightly but a hint of 
macabre - hers is a turn 
that strikes all the right 
notes. 

As ever. Burton’s 
direction is as gothic and 
twisted as ever, using his 
unique visual sensibility 
to create a film that isn’t 
lacking in colour or cre¬ 
ativity. What it is lacking 
in is much in the way of 
excitement, with the film 
lacking any truly notable 
moments. 

There are sequences 
of real skill and bravura 
(Alice falling down the 
rabbit hole, the red and 
white armies meeting on 
a giant chessboard) but 
they are all too fleeting; 
couple this with a we^ 
use of the 3-D technolo¬ 
gy (something that, since 
the release of Avatar, 
has taken on far greater 
importance) and you 
have a film that while 
kaleidoscopic in colour, 
never quite hits the spot 
as you hope it would. 

In among the myriad 
of peculiar characters 
and off kilter moments 
there is an entertaining 
film lurking; however. 
Burton appears more 
concerned with making a 
wilfully offbeat film 
than an entertaining one, 
and while Alice In 
Wonderland is a interest¬ 
ing viewing experience, 
it rarely feels like an 
essential one. 

VERDICT-Another 
weird, but only slightly 
wonderful, offering from 
Tim Burton, Alice In 
Wonderland entertains in 
fits and starts but is too 
concerned with its pecu¬ 
liarities to make for a 
enjoyable viewing expe¬ 
rience.

TEN months have 
passed since busi¬

rant, but with a modern, 
sophisticated decor 
which is complemented 
by subdued lighting. 

Jeff and Kevin recruit¬ 
ed half French, half 


Moroccan chef Rachid 
Azouz whose aim has 
been to provide a mixture 
of traditional and exotic 
dishes, with a touch of 
Mediterranean flair. 

There was good selec¬ 
tion of wines starting 
from a house wine to a 
wider choice of white, 
red and rose, and for the 
connoisseur a fine wine 
list. Since my wife is the 
wine expert in the family, 
she chose a pleasant 
Patriarche Sauvignon 
blanc from the fine wine 
list at £15 a bottle. 

For the quality of what 
was offered, the prices of 
the starters were very 
reasonable, ranging from 
£3.95 to £4.95. 

Deep fried brie on a 
bed of mixed leaf salad 
and cranberry salsa - my 
wife’s choice - was 
£3.95. The brie was love¬ 
ly and creamy with just a 
light coating of bread 
crumbs, beautifully pre¬

sented and the cranberry 
sauce added the finishing 
touch in lifting the 
flavour of the brie. 

My choice was Thai 
king prawns marinated in 
garlic, served with gua- 
camole on a bed of let¬ 
tuce at £4.95 - the 
prawns were large and 
succulent, and the garlic 
marinade gave it a real 
zing. 

Main courses are 
priced from £7.95 for a 
home made curry, for 
example, to £17.95 for 
the finest fillet steak. 

My wife chose cannon 
of Welsh lamb, served 
with a saute of French 
beans and shallots with 
Dauphinoise potatoes 
and port jus at £9.95. It 


was served medium rare 
and was beautifully 
cooked, retaining the 
juices and very tender. 
The French beans were 
just right and the port jus 
was “to die for”; it really 
brought the flavours 
together. 

I was tempted by the 
spinach, asparagus and 
ricotta strudel with rock¬ 
et and red pesto at £9.95. 
The spinach, asparagus 
and ricotta were lovely 
and fresh, and wrapped 
in a parcel of filo pastry 
that was light and crisp. 

There was also a good 
range of other home¬ 
made dishes to chose 
from. 

Neither of us like 
heavy desserts, so we 


chose profiteroles with 
fresh double cream at 
£3.95 and raspberry 
cheesecake at £3.95. 

There was a compre¬ 
hensive range of other 
desserts to tempt your 
palate all at £3.95, except 
for the ice-cream which 
was only £1.50. 

Along with drinks the 
evening came out at just 
over £50. 

The service from 
Richard Phelps, the man¬ 
ager, and waitresses 
Sandy and Gracie was 
friendly and attentive. 

It looks as if partners 
Jeff and Kevin are suc¬ 
ceeding in their aim, and 
are likely to build a 
sound reputation in the 
months to come.

GARETH 
THOMAS (35), the 
most capped Welsh 
rugby union player 
of all time, making 
100 appearances 
for his country, has 
ended months of 
speculation by join¬ 
ing the north-Wales 
based Super League 
outfit. Crusaders. 

He explained: “When 
my old team mate lestyn 
Harris called me up and 
talked to me about the 
Crusaders and what they 
are doing in Wrexham, it 
soon became apparent 
that it was a challenge I 
could not resist. 

“I am really excited 
by the ambition of the 
Crusaders, and playing 
for someone of the expe¬ 
rience and reputation of 
Brian Noble and lestyn 
Harris really excites me. 

“This move was not 
about money, but about 
a chance of a fresh chal¬ 
lenge on the field, and 
an opportunity to pro¬ 
mote rugby in north 
Wales off the field.”

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New-look back 
row may hold 
key to unlock 
green fortress 




BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don John 


O N January 28,1882, 
Wales played their 
first ever internation¬ 
al rugby match at 
Lansdowne Road, Dublin, 
whitewashing Ireland with 
four tries (two converted) in 
what contemporary accounts 
described as a heated affair 
- ironic considering it was 
billed as a ‘friendly’ taster 
the year before the Four 
Nations formally came into 
being! 

It set the pattern for all 
future clashes between these 
two close, but proudly com¬ 
petitive Celtic cousins, with 
precious little quarter given 
on the field, but intense rival¬ 
ry replaced by warm cama¬ 
raderie off it, once the final 
whistle went! 

The result has been some 
memorable moments over the 
127 years and 112 meetings 
since then, which have seen 
Wales go on to record 62 wins 
to Ireland’s 46, with six 
matches drawn. 

With rare exceptions, they 
have been close-fought in 
every sense of the word - with 
often only a few points sepa¬ 
rating the two teams at the 
end, as typified by last year’s 
cliff-hanger at the Millennium 
Stadium in Cardiff, when only 
Stephen Jones’ agonisingly 
short penalty attempt in the 
dying seconds handed the 
Irish a 17-15 victory and their 
first Grand Slam for 61 years. 

The year before, it was 
Wales who edged the honours 
by 16-12 on the way to their 
second Grand Slam in three 
years (in their 2005 Grand 
Slam year, the result was 32- 
20 ). 

However, despite this and 
Wales’ dominating record 
overall in terms of victories 
between the two sides, with 
1,317 points scored compared 
to Ireland’s 1,189, they have 
managed to scrape only three 


wins out of 11 in the last nine 
years, beginning with a 23-19 
success in 2000. 

It is a sobering thought for 
Welsh fans ahead of this 
weekend’s 115th clash in 
Dublin, that statistics show the 
rest of the decade firmly 
belongs to the Irish, who have 
prevailed in some notable 
encounters, including five in a 
row from 2001 (36-6), 2002 
(54-10), 2003 (25-24), and 
2004 (36-15). 

Not forgetting, of course, 
the convincing 31-5 result in 
2006 that dashed any hopes of 
a back-to-back Welsh Grand 
Slam. 

So the Welsh camp can be 
under no illusions about the 
scale of the fierce challenge 
that awaits them at the Croke 
Park fortress, on Saturday. 

Ireland saw their dream of 
a historic back-to-back Grand 
Slam crushed by the title-hun¬ 
gry French, but have since got 
their Triple Crown bid back 
on track and will be confident 
of continuing their recent 
record against a Wales side, 
chronically prone to error and 
still shorn of key first choice 
personnel. 

That is not to say, of course, 
that this undoubtedly gifted 
but frustrating young Welsh 
squad are not fully capable of 
making a mockery of statis¬ 
tics. Man for man, the gap 
between the two sides does not 
yawn wide. 

However, as Wales have 
already been reminded to 
their cost in this year’s Six 
Nations, individual talent by 
itself is not enough to prevail 
against the big boys in the 
playground - unless part of a 
concentrated and cohesive 
team effort, underlined by 
precise, error-free and disci¬ 
plined application for the 
whole of 80 minutes. 

The Welsh players now 
have just two opportunities 
left in this current campaign 


to prove they can put a com¬ 
plete team performance 
together, free of those persist¬ 
ent lapses in concentration 
that have stymied their dis¬ 
plays so far. 

If not, they will find the 
battle-hardened Irish every 
bit as unforgiving as the 
French - and an improving 
Italy would then relish the 
opportunity to cause yet 
another upset at the 
Millennium Stadium in a 
potential tussle for the dread¬ 
ed Wooden Spoon. 

As the cliche goes, there is 
still much to play for, and 
faced with a continuing casu¬ 
alty list, head coach Warren 
Gatland has had some hard 
thinking to do - particularly 
in the pack, before announc¬ 
ing the team to face Ireland. 

His problems have been 
compounded by injuries to 
Mike Phillips and skipper 
Ryan Jones, who is replaced 
by Gloucester captain Gareth 
Delve, hitherto not even in the 
Six Nations squad. Luke 
Charteris reclaims his second 
row spot, while Matthew Rees 
returns as hooker. 

Skippering the team at 
open side, in Ryan Jones’ 
absence is Martyn Williams, 
who with Delve and Jonathan 
Thomas will be taking on the 
formidable Irish trio, in a 
back row contest that may 
well have a decisive bearing 
on the outcome.
